Déprédations upon American Comnteree, 


Almoft every day brings tidings of fome 
new depredations upon the commerce of the 
United States, and of frefli infults fuffrrrd 
by our feamen. 
W ere we to publifli thefe 
accounts in detail, we (hould have room but 
for little elfe. 
The American flag is in- 
fulted by the Engliih, by the French, and 
•▼ en by the Spaniards ; and it it infulted 
with impunity. 
Our feamen are impreifed, 
they are captured, they are imprifoned, they 
ire treated with almoft every kind of indig- 
aity, while purfuing their lawful bufìnefs in 
■ regular manner. 


How long muß all this be borne ? 
Has 
•o r government yet to learii, that no nation 
•▼ er was» or erer will be, refpefted abroad, 
b at in proportron as it exacts refpeA by 
pantihing wanton infults lipon its dignity, 
•nd winton depredations upon tha property 
•fits cititons ; that its doing judice to other 
nations cannot fecure it refpeà. unlefs it has 
both ability and difpolition to enforce mea- 
lures of j ufi ice from them ; and that a con- 
ilaht firmnefs 
of national attitude and 
conduct prevents 
infultsi While pufilla. 
Siimity invites them* 


Our nation is fécond only to otte, in fo­ 
reign commerce ; and from its commerce 
the whole national revenue is drawn» Upon 
this it depends for its ability to difcharge 
the principal and the intereft of its d«bt, and 
for the Cuppbrt of its government : yet its 
"commerce is alinoil entirely unprotefled, 
and is a prey to the avarice of every free- 
bddUr.*—W hat government under the fun 
bad ever before the folly to purfue fuch a 
fyftem of policy ? 


Murt the citizens of this nation who be­ 
come feamen, be thrown out of its protcc- 
tiön. 
Mart they who, in tbe firft inft nce^ 
fupport tke whole weight of the revenue, be 
abandoned by the gove rnment that is reap­ 
ing the barved of their toils ^«-.National 
bononr out of the «jueftion, and alfo fetting 
dfiJe all confideration of the fufTcrings of a 
numerous clafs cf individuals who have luit 
their all by rubberiec committed on them 
upon the feas ¡— without bringing thefe 
things into the account, it will be eafy to 
Ihevr that the ordinary expences of proteû- 
ing the American commerce would be lefs 
than the amount of the loiTcs which tbe na­ 
tion fufferi from leaving its commerce un- 
protefled* 
Every capture is a lofs to the 
revenue : and beßdes, as there is a neceilicy 
of infuring sot only agaioG the dangers of 
the Tea, but more igainU the greater dangers 
from jobbers and pirates, the premiums of 
infurance are accordingly raifed 
of con- 
ft^uence ail our impor;edtarticles bear pro­ 
portionally higher prices, and come dearer 
to the confumer. 


The clear refult of the whole is, that, from 
the unproteûed condition of our commerce, 
the people have to pay upoii all foreign arti­ 
cles they ufe, an extra per centage, which in 
the courfe of a year amounts to a confiderà- 
bie fum to each family. 
W hat would be 
thought of a farmer, who ihould fuffer the 
Icfs of half his crops, rather than be at the 
expence of fencing his fields ; or uf a lioufe- 
holder, who ihould paffively look on. arti fee 
*n honed and indudrious part of his family 
fobbed, when he could eafily protcdi them ; 
cr indeed whai w ould be thought of ai.y 
Wan, who ihould calm ly let anothîr t <ke him 
l^y the nofc with one hatid, and pick Iti 
pockets w ith the other, 
when by (Icm ly 
looking him in the face, und ih 
h ii canc 
at 
he might drive him off? 


-r^^aiVs.— Many alarming ruggcf- 
tians rcfuccling: the relations between this 
country and Spain have lately been publiihcd, 
and thofe fuggeftions have been in fome de- 
grre corroborated by ihe condu^ of the 
Spaniards in capturing oiir TeiTels, 
public 
and private. 
W f are, however, pretty well 
aifured that there exsds no f*ich difagree- 
mrnt as has been dated between the Spaniih 
miniflcr here and the fecrctary of date.— 
W hat may have paffed between our mi- 
niders and the court of Spain we do not know, 
nor do we expe€t to know- 
So far as we 
recoIleiSl, the prefent adminiiiration have 
4itever, in a fingle inihnce, given the pub­ 
lic any information reipe<fling cur foreign 
relations, unlefs when it was dr.iwn from 
them by a vote of one of the houtVs of Cou- 
grefs. We know that Mr. Monroe has been 
engaged in fome important nrgociacions with 
the court of Spain, and has retired without 
accompliiliing any one of the objedls of his 
miifion ; we know that repeated injuries and 
infults are received from that nation; we k;iow 
that government have received difpai chesfrom 
M r. Monroe ; we know our merchants and 
othfrs who have property within the reach 
of the Spaniards are anxious to be informed 
whether a rupture is likely to take place, or 
whether they may with fafeiy and under the 
proteAion of government, continue their 
commercial fpeculations ; and ilnally, we 
know that with refpe^\ to a!! thefe matters 
the gjvcrum ent is as filent as the grave, 
though there can be no conceivable reafon 
for fecrccy. 


It is a melancholy fa£i, that no people, pof 
fcffing the phyfical force which we pjirtfs, 
was ever fo fpurncd and contemned as wc 
arc. 
No nation in Europe is fo degr^d>(i 
and contemptible as not to fcrl itfclf fuUy 
compe tent to treat the United States with 
as much indignity as die may think proper.— 
The confequt’uce is that our property becomes 
the fpoil of every one who happens to fail in 
with it, and our feamen ai e year after year 
feiztd with impunity and foreed into the 
fervices of one belligerent power or another. 
Scarcely an arrival takes place in any of 
oar porta, by which intelligence is not 
brought of fome violence committed either 
upon the perfons or the property of the 
feafaring part of our community. 


It is much to be wiihed that the mer­ 
chants in the different parts of the United 
States would keep a regular and complete 
rcgider of all the captures of American pro­ 
perty and of every fpecies of robbery and 
violence which may be committed upon vef- 
fels belonging to their rcfprd^ive ports.— 
Such a thing might be eafily accompliihed 
and %7ould coniHitute a very intereding and 
important item in the hidoiyof the prefent 
adminidration, and would likewife be of 
great ufe to the fufferers themfelves, ihould 
we ever again be bleiTcd with an adininif- 
tration that would command the refpe£t of 
other nations, and compel them to make 
reditution for the depredations which they 
are now committing upon us.

Almofl every day brings tidings of Tome 
new depredations upon the commerce of the 
United States, and of frcfh infults differed 
by our feamen. 
W ere we to poblifli thefe 
accounts in detail, we fhould hive room but 
for little elf®. 
T he American flag is in. 
fatted by the Englifh, by the French, and 
oven by the Spaniards ; and it is infulted 
with impunity. 
Our feamen are impreffed, 
they are captured, they are imprifoned, they 
are treated with almofl every kind of indig- 
aity, while purfuing their lawful buflnefs in 
■ regular manner. 


How long mud all this be borne ? 
H at 
•o r government yet to learn, that no nation 
ever was, or ever will be, refpcdUd abroad, 
but in proportion as it exacts refpedt by 
punifhing wanton infultt upon its dignity, 
and Winton depredations upon the property 
o f its citisens; that its doing judice to other 
nations cannot fecure it rrfpe&, unlefs it has 
both ability and difpofltion to enforce mea- 
fures of judice from them 5 and that a con­ 
s t a t firmnefs 
of national attitude 
and 
condu£t 
prevents 
infults, While puAlla* 
dimity invites them. 


Our nation is fecond only to one, in fo* 
, reign commerce ; and from i n commerce 
the whole national revenue is drawn. Upon 
this it depends for its ability to difcharge 
the principal and the intered of its debt, and 
for the fupport of its government : yet its 
commerce is almod entirely unprotrAed, 
and is a prey to the avarice of every free- 
booter.— W h a t government under the fun 
bad ever before the fully to purfut fuch a 
fydem of policy ? 


M u d the citizens of this nation who be­ 
come feamen, be thrown out of its protec­ 
tion. 
M ud they who, in the firft ind uce^ 
fupport the whole weight of the revenue, be 
abandoned by the govt rnment that is reap­ 
ing the birved of their toils ?— National 
honour out of the tjueftton, and ilfo fetting 
iflie all conflderation of the {offerings of a 
numerous clafs of individuals who have Iud 
their all by robberies committed on them 
upon the fess 
without 
bringing theft 
things into the a c c o u n t it will be eafy to 
fhevr that the ordinary expences of protect­ 
ing the American commerce would beleft 
than the amount of the Ioffes which the na­ 
tion fuffera from leaving its commerce un­ 
protected. 
Every capture is a lofs to the 
revenue : and behdes, as there is a neceility 
of infuring 
sot only agaioG the dangers of 
the Tea, but more againU the greater dangers 
from robbers and pirates, the premiums of 
1 infurance are accordingly raifed 
of con­ 
fr (pence ail our impor;ed*artictes bear pro­ 
portionally higher prices, and come dearer 
to the container. 


The clear retail of the whole is, that, from 
the unprotected condition of our commerce, 
the people have to pay upon all foreign arti­ 
cles they ufe, an extra per centage, which in 
the courfe of a year amounts to a confidera- 
blc tam to each family. 
W h a t would be 
thought of a farmer, who fhould Rifler the 
lcfs of half his crops, rather than be at the 
expence of fencing bis fields ; or of a hrufe- 
holder, who fhould paflively look on. and fee 
*n honed and indudrious part of hi* family 
robbed, when he could eaitly protect them ; 
cr indeed what would be thought of any 
nan, who fhould calmly let another t<ke him 
hy the nofe with one hand, and pick hi- 
pockets with the other, when bv firmly 
looking him in the face, and fh ‘king his canc 
i t bun, he might drive him off ? 


Spanish A ffairs— Many alarming fuggef- 
lions reflecting the relations between this 
country and Spain have lately been puWlifhed,

relations, unlefs when it was drawn from 
them by a vote of ore of the houfrs of con- 
grcfs. 
W e know that Mr. Monroe has been 
engaged in tame important negotiations with 
the court of Spain, and has retired without 
accomplifhing any one of the objedU of his 
rn 1 (Hon ; we know that repeated injuries ami 
infults are received from that nation; we k low 
that government have receiveddifpa chessom 
Mr. Monroe ; we know our merchants and 
others who have property within the reach 
of the Spaniards are anxious to be informed 
whether a rupture is likely to t:ke plate, or 
whether they may with tafeiy and under the 
prote£!ion of government, continue their 
commercial fpeculations ; and finally, we 
know that with refped! to all the ie matters 
the gjvernm ent is as Alem as the grave, 
though there can be no conceivable reafon 
for fecrecy. 
It is a melancholy fad!, that no people, pr.f 
ft fling the phyfical force which we pjffcfs, 
was ever fo fpurntd and contemned as we 
are. 
No nation in Europe is ta degraded 
and contemptible as not to feel itfelf fully 
compe tent to treat th# United States with 
as much indignity as Hie may think proper.— 
The conic (jutTice is that our property becomes 
the fpoil of every one who happens to fall in 
with it, and our feamen are year after year 
fcizcd with impunity and forced into the 
tarvices of one belligerent power or another. 
Scarcely an arrival takes place in any of 
our porn. by which 
intelligence 
is not 
brought ofTome violence committed either 
upon the perfons or the property of the 
fcafaring part of our community. 
It is much to be willied that the mer­ 
chants in the different parti of the United 
States would keep a regular and complete 
regifler of all the captures of American pro­ 
perty and of every fpecies of robbery and 
violence which may be committed upon vef- 
fels belonging to their refprdlive ports.— 
Such a thing might be eaflly accomphfhed 
and would constitute a very interfiling and 
important item in the hifloty of the pre Tent 
ad miniliration, and would likewife be of 
great ufe to the Cofferer* them lei v«s, fhould 
we ever again be birded with an adminif- 
tration that would command the refpe£! o f 
other nations, and compel them to make 
refutation for the depredations which they 
are now committing upon us.
